"Almost all fruit stains may be re- 


moved by soaking them in boilink'wa- 


ter. In case any member of the fam- 
ily upsets a cup of chocolate or 
tea.

In ease of coffee pour boll- 
ins water from a height, brushing the 
stain with borax beforehand assists.

"For ink stains, after wotting 
the 


*pot with cold water apply oxalic acid 
drop bv drop and after allowing it to 
stand for a. few seconds rinse in wa- 
ter to which a little ammonia or soap 
has been added. 


"Almost all fruit stains may be re- 


moved by soaking them in boiling wa- 


ter. In case any member of the fam- 
ily upsets a cup of chocolate or 
tea 


immediately use cold water to remove 
the spot. In case of coffee pour boil- 
ing water from a height, brushing the 
stain with borax beforehand assists. 


"The most common way to set col- 


ors is to use salt, about the propor- 
tion of a cupful to one-half gallon of 
water, and 
before

for a few hours.

' tion- automobile shuws and public exhibitions of all kmds. 
The city 


: of Springfield has its auditorium and as a result it has many more con- 
: ventions than we have, although in point of locauon and In many other 
' respects Lowell is a more attractive city for conventions. 
But apart 


: from this handicap, however injurious to the outside reputation ot our 


-• citv we need an auditorium nf sufficient size as «. matter of public eon- 
: veniencc for the accommodaiion o!' ihe social, industrial, political and 


educational aetiMiies of our people. 
The old Huntmgton hall burned

non-existence of the fund was discovered a few rears ago during an 
official audit of the city's accounts. 


That placed something of a damper upon the project of building 


a new hall; but every time we have an auio show or some other event in 
which a. large area for display is needed, the subject of a public hall 
is again discussed. 


Some weeks ago when the water rales were under discussion, a 


prominent business man informed The Sun that if the water department 
were leased to him for iive years, he would conduct it on the present 
lines, keep it in first, class condition, retain the present rates, pay tbe 
present wages and at the end of five years he would build a public hall 
big enough to meet, all our needs and make a present of it to the city. 


We 'do not expect that this plan will be adopted, nor are we hope- 


ful that any patriotic citizen will make n.- ;i present of a hall from 
philanthropic motives. 
Moreover, if the cost and the problems of con- 


struction should swell into mammoth proportions as 
we 
approached 


them, after the manner of the high school, the probability is that -we 
may have lo go another dozen years under our present handicap. 
But 


if in tbe meantime we should change, our charter so that we could get 
more business men inio the municipal council and cut down general 
expenses, there is no reason why the. city should not build a first, class 
business auditorium suitable for all our municipal needs, and all at a 
very reasonable expense. 


" The city of Chicago spent $10,000,000 to beautify its water front 


as an attraction and the expenditure was a paying investment.

•while other nations were making money very rapidly they went to Paris 
to spend it.

the present generation rather t h a n in the next? 
All that is needed to 


provide this public necessity is a litlle business capacity, something of 
what is attributed I" Hie rity manager, now becoming popular, in certain 
quarters as a last resort against official incompetence.

Henry L. Stimaon, former secretary of 
war. attacked the national defense act 
on the ground that it "violated every 
canon of military efficiency" and

clared that the only hope for the na- 
tion lay in universal training.

in ii the seeds of a political machine," 
the .speaker said. "It places the mili- 
liaman upon the regular pay 
roll of 


iho ivderal treasury. He receives pay 
not connected with the outdoor 
ser- 


vice or with the performance of spe- 
t'itic military duty. Ultimately the act 
proposes to place in 
the 
district of 


each congressman 800 such recipients 
of federal pay." 


"The Mexican border 
mobilization," 


.Mr. Stimson said, "has 
forced down

home to the militia the unfairness and 
injustice of the system to them."
